The Hed Cross was founded 
through a diplomatic convention 
held in (ii-nevn, Switzerland, in 
I sill. The treaty of Oene\ a or, as 
it is sometimes called, the Red 
Cross treaty, provided for a (Iiir 
for hospitals and convoys and an 
arm badge for persons. The de- 
sign proposed was a red cross on 
a white ground. This was in com- 
pliment to the country in which the 
congress was sitting, the Swiss flnjr 
being a white cross on a red grant. 
The Red Cross flag, therefore, is 
the national flag of Switzerland 
with the colors reversed.
